AN UNCONVINCING SPEECH 
Gov. Smith's speech'at Sedalia, Mis- 


souri, was the least convincing and ef- 
fective of any he has thus far deliv- 
ered. If he were to make many more 
addresses of this kind we 
fear 
he 


would destroy whatever chances he 
has of election. Gov. Smith should 
stick to the real issues on which he 
has the Republicans on the defensive, 
such as the tariff, water power and 
prohibition. Great addresses like that 
he delivered at Louisville will remain 
in the public mind and make votes. 
But when he charges probably 
the 


most economical president who 
has 


occupied the White house, and one of 
our most .successful administrators of 
the nation's finances, with extrava- 
gance he will not make headway. Coo- 
lidge as a sp.endthrift and Mellon a*s a 
dissipator of tHe treasury's funds are 
pictures too incongruous for the brush 
of a painter of even Al Smith's, skill. 


The facts are, that under the Coo- 


lidge administration the government's 
finances have been handled with an 
extraordinary degree of intelligence 
and competency. Enormous economies 
have been effected, the public debt 
heavily reduced, taxes greatly lowered 
and the whole fiscal policy so organ- 
ized as to produce a maximum of 
revenues at p. minimum 
of weight 


upon the taxpayers. Furthermore, it 
was Mr. Harding who instituted the 
budget system, and that in itself has 
been one of the greatest administra- 
tive reforms ever adopted at Wash- 
ington. For these things the Repub- 
licans must receive credit. Gov. 
Smith ought not to chide Mr. Coo 
lidge for having a new roof put on the 
White house or ridicule increases in 
the expenses of conducting the depart- 
ments of^ commerce and 
agriculture. 


He ought to see that the more money 
spent by the agricultural department 
is for the good of the farmer 
and 


should please the farmer. 
Further- 


more, there is no question but what 
every dollar put into the department 
of commerce under Mr. Hoover has 
brought as nearly a thousand per cent 
returns as any branch of federal ser- 
vice is ever apt to yield. 
\ His criticisms of the postoffice de- 
partment contained nothing new. The 
relatively poor business conduct of the 
postoffice department, its inconsis- 
tencies and deficits, have gone on un- 
interruptedly through Democrat as 
well as Republican administrations. 
It has always been the same. It is one 
of the prices we pay for government 
operation of a public service. Neither 
this nor Mr. Smith's criticism of it is 
a very strong recommendation for 
government operation of anything. 
Should Gov. Smith correct the evils 
inherent in the system because of the 
ceaseless interference and penetrations 
by politics, he would be the first of 
thirty presidents had to rescue gov- 
ernment conduct of any sort of busi- 
ness of enterprise from politics, ineffi- 
ciency, wastefulness and excessive 
cost 


Administrative improvements and 


corrections at Washington are needed 
and they will be made gradually as the 
people demand a better accounting 
from succeeding administrations. We 
do not think Gov. Smith or any other 
man could go into the White house 
and revolutionize the system in a few 
years. Democratic politicians are as 
hungry for perquisites as Republican, 
and their appetites would have to be 
satisfied or there would be no politi- 
cians and without politicians no ad- 
ministration can enact legislation or 
function. 


The sane course is to tighten the 


strings on professional politicians and 
make them deliver for what thcv re- 
ceive as nearly as possible. Doubtless 
Mr. Hoover would be as effective in 
this policy as Mr. Smith, for he has 
none of the politician- in him and has 
no patience with anything that is not 
~' 


efficient and productive. GoV. Smith's 
Sedalia speech did not measure up to 
his past performances or ability. Much 
of it was petty. He can do much better 
than this by pinning the Republicans 
down to issues that are pertinent and 
on which there is a basis of challenge.

We are used to the car's exhaust 
fumes, so we think nothing of smell- 
ing them. But in this exhaust lies our 
danger, unless we are alert to it.

CHEWING THE FOOD 


A generation ago the great fad of 


the day was "Fletcherizing." This, you 
may remember, was the'theory that if 
you only chewed each bite of food 
long enough and vigorously enough 
you wouldn't need to eat so much and 
would, at the same time, gain greatly 
in strength and endurance. 


Now comes Dr. Harald Hoick, in- 


structor in physiology at the Univer- 
sity of Chicago, to disprove it.

WEATHER AT SOUTH 


POLE'S RESERVOIR 


Meterologists Regard Ice 


Cap as Focal Weather 
Control of Hemisphere 


New York—W)—Study of the larg- 


est of the world's two great polar 
weather reservoirs is the main ob- 
jective of tho three aviators com- 
prising tho Wllklns Expedition now 
en routo to Antarctica. 


Tho Ice cap, as large as Europe, 


which covers the Antarctic continent 
Is regarded by meteorologists as the 
focal weather control of the south- 
ern hemisphere. 


Tho few records in existence indi- 


cate it is invariably an area of anti- 
cyclone. 
This is the well known 


kind of area marked on every Unit- 
ed States weather map as a "high," 
a region of high barometer pressure. 
A characteristic of anti-cyclones Is 
that tho air currents, revolving about 
the center of the area, tend to blow 
outward from the center. A notable 
phenomenon of Antarctica's meteor- 
ology has been the Invariable re- 
ports that the prevailing surface 
winds along its outer edges blow out- 
ward. Numbers of weather experts 
have concluded that the South Pole 
may be blanketed with a "high" 
area as large as Australia. 


Another 
meteorological 
belief 


which Antarctic records appear to 
bear out is the theory of the drag 
on air currents by the earth's rota- 
tion. This drag is thought to keep 


. air in circulation. The sidewise pull 


is greatest at the equator, where the 
rotary surface speed Is greatest. At 
'the poles the rotation speed is zero. 
Under the theory this would tend to 
create a great whirlpool of air above 
Antarctica and meteorolgical records 
Indicate this to be true. 


Because the Antarctic anti-cyclone 


is apparently 
the greatest of Its 


kind, more information about it may 
help to answer weather riddles all 
over tho world and make possible 
more accurate weather forecasting. 


Prof. •William H. Hobbs of 
the 


University of Michigan, who spent 
the last two summers on the Green- 
land ice cap, which he regards as 
the main 
reservoir 
for northern 


hemisphere weather, says airplanes 
probably are the best instruments 
for aerologlcal studies above inland 
ice. Antarctica, so far as now known, 
is all inland ice. 


Capt. Sir Georgo Hubert Wilklns, 


leader of the Antarctic expedition, 
has with him Lieut. Carl Ben Eiele- 
son, the pilot who accompanied him 
across the Arctic last spring; Joseph 
Crossan, relief pilot and Orville Por- 
ter, mechanic. Wilkins plans to fly 
the expedition from Deception bay, 
on the border of Antarctia, establish 
a base and make various flights, in- 
cluding one to Koss sea, site of the 
Byrd base.

Washington — Irregularities and 


frauds were so prevalent that Us- 
torians still argue whether Ruth- 
erford B. Hayes or Samuel J. Til- 
den was elected president in 
the 


"Stolen Election" of 1876.. 


No contest like it has ever hap- 


pened. The ^esult hung on a sin- 
gle electoral vote. 


It is obvious that neither man 


was elected 
fairly. The 
methods 


used to seat Hayes were so arbit- 
rary and narrowly partisan as to 
suggest acceptance of the verdict of 
one thorough investigator who fin- 
ally decided that: 


"The Democrats stole the election 


In the first place and the Republi- 
cans stole it back." 


DISORGANIZATION 


Merits of the issue w>ere confused 


owing to political disorganisation of 
certain 
southern 
states. 
These 


states were just shaking off carpet- 
bag rule. Left to themselves, South 
Carolina, Florida and 
Louisiana 


•would have gone Democratic. Presi- 
dent Grant, the army, the Depart- 
ment of Justice, Republican mem- 
bers of the supreme court and Con- 
gress — in short, the whole fed- 
eral machine, and the Republican 
national committee — put them in 
the Hayes column. 


Wednesday, Nov. 8. virtually ev- 


ery Republican morning newspaper 
conceded Tliden's election the day 
before. He had carried New York, 
New * Jersey, Indiana and Connecti- 
cut and was supposed to have the 
solid south. 


HOW TO PROVE IT? 


The Republican national commit- 


tee, claiming Louisiana, Florida and 
South Carolina, announced Hayes' 
election by one vote. The conten- 
tion was entirely impossible of proof 
at the time — and still Is, for those 
states were disordered and under 
military control. 
Every 
desperate 


measure was taken to hold that. one 
vote and the Democrarts adopted 
equally desperate tactics. The Re- 
publicans, in power and able to con- 
trol, won by sheer might, and the 
Democrats party, more convinced 
of Tilden's election than many Re- 
publicans, was impotent despite.ef- 
forts of some of its leaders to Buy 
electors.

Even by Republican count, Til- 


den's plurality was 252,000 votes. 


The first move to "steal back'" 


the election came when Senator W.

poured into Florida and the other 
states. Chandler had a staff of jus- 
tice and post office agents working 
with him and was communicating 
with Washington by code telegrams 
Grant snd Hayes would have con- 
ceded the election, but the Jobhold- 
ers, spoilsmen and political 
graft- 


ors refused to give up, and 'he two 
parties arranged separate sets of 
electors and separate 
returning 


boards. 


Meanwhile threats were heard to 


mob the inauguration if the election 
was given to Hayes; one Democratic 
editor promised that an army of 100,- 
000 Democrats 
would 
march on 


Washingtpn. The Senate was Repub- 
lican and the House Democratic, so 
the- existing set-up for determining 
election results was obviously impos- 
sible. 


Hence an 
Electoral Commission 


Law was passed, providing for a 
board to decide %vhich electors were 
elected, the board to consist of five 
senators and five representatives 
chosen-by the two houses, four su- 
preme court justices named in the 
bill and another justice named by 
these four. 
Thus th'e Republicans 


had three senators, two congressmen 
and two supreme .court justices and 
the Democrats one less senator and 
one more congressman on the board. 
Tl.o justices would have picked as 
their fifth Justice Davis of Illinois,' 
a Democrat, had he not suddenly— 


and allegedly a part of--the plot— 
.been appointed a senator from Illi- 
nois, whereupon Justice Bradley bub- 
sequently %ust 
the deckling 
voto 


against Tlldon every time. 


FIGHT FOR ELECTORS 


In each state Republican election 


boards returned Republican electors, 
sometimes- throwing out large blocks 
of TUdcn votes where it wsw con- 
tended negro Republicans had been 
Intimidated. Everyone charged fraud 
everywhere, along with military and 
civil coercion. 
Louisiana h;id two 


ge.'crnors. two election boards, two 
sets of returns, two sets of electors, 
and so on. In many other .states 
Democrats were trying to disqualify 
a Hayes elector «o that a Democratic 
governor might appoint a THIdon 
elector. 


The Democrats brought a flock of 


contentions. Bt the supposedly non- 
partisan commission voted eight to 
seven against them every time on 
party lines. 
When Uic Democrats 


showed that the Florida Hayes elec- 
tors had not,, been elected, but ap- 
pointed In conspiracy bv a governor 
who had later certified the Tllden 
electors, that a court had upheld the 
Tilden slate, the

plied that the Tilden electors had 
not been certified by "the right man 
at the right time." 


The Hayes ticket was finally de- 


clared elected, 185 to 184, as against 
an originally supposed 203 to 16C 
for Tilden. It Is said for the eight
